Assassination is one of the principal 
tenets of the Mormon Church. 


OPBIR ELECTION.—At a meeting of 


.the Ophir stockholders C. L. Weller,

Dobinson, Joseph Sharon, A. P. 
Wade and Maurice Doro were elected 
Trustees, with Weller, President; 
Jos. Marks, Secretary, and Sam T, 
Curtis, Superintendent.

The President's distinctive points 


of Usue botwccn the Ui'ited States 
and Spain, as stated in non.official 
but usually well-informed circles, 
are as follows: 


First— The United States ask tliat 


in future all American citizens in 
Cuba accused of violating the laws, 
shall be tried by civil courts, and 
not by military tribunals, with all the 
rights in such oases as are secured 
by the seventh article of the treaty of 
1795. 


Second — That all sentences by mil- 


itary tribunals which affect American 
citizens shall be annulled. 


Spain in some degree favorably 


considers the claim of the United 
States in the first proposition, giving 
accused parties the right to be heard 
by counsel, to summon witnesses, 
and employ other necessary safe 
guards, nut with the reservation that 
ill such trials shall be according to 
the law of 1821, which provides for 
more expeditions proceedings than 
those of civil courts for common 
crimes in time of peace. Spain also 
oSers to revise all sentences passed 
by courts martial on American citi- 
zens where it shall be satisfactorily 
shown that such sentences were in 
violation of established lawn. This 
reply is stated to be unsatisfactory 
to the United States. 


The National Republican publishes 


an editorial, giving a semi-official 
statement relative to the Cuban qnes 
tion. It considers that tbe general 
dea that prevails, that a recognition 
of Cuba would be followed by war 
>etween the United States and Spain 
s an error. It quotes historical 
facts, as recent as the late Civil War, 
;o show that the recognition by the 
United States of the belligerency of 
he Cubans would be justified by 
Spanish precedent. 
The situation 


resolves itself into one of peace if 
Spain accepts our friendly efforts, or 
one of war if an adjustment of some 
cind is not reached without further 
vexatious delay. It is argued that 
no other deduction than this can be 
made from the facts as we have pre- 
sented them, and we do not hesitate 
:o add that the idea of a confedera- 
tion of the West Indies Island, under 


Spanish protectorate, would prove 


to be a failure. 


Mr. Elaine's proposed amendment 


-to the Constitution, providing that 
no State shall make any law respect- 
ing the establishment of religion, or 
prohibiting the free exercise thereof, 
and no money raised by taxation in 
any State for the support of public 
.schools, or derived from any public 
•fund thereof, cr any public lands 
.devoted thereto, shall ever be under

ATTORNKY-QENERAL'S 
BEPORT. 


Tbe Attorney-General's report con- 


tains many references to the wrongs 
and cruelties practiced upon United 
States prisoners in State prisons, and 
suggests that Congress confer upon 
the office of Attorney General the 
power to change the place of confine- 
ment of any prisoners who may be 
subjected to inhuman 
treatment. 


He also urges the erection of more 
Territorial prisous, and states that- it 
costs the Government $750 to trans- 
fer a single prisoner from Arizona to 
New Mexico. 


He reviews the difficulties which 


have arisen in the United States 
Court in the Territory of Utan from 
polygamous marriages, and gives a 
detailed account of Brigham Young's 
alimony case, and says that it is su- 
perfluous to comment on the legal 
confusion and inconceivable mischief 
which must follow the sanction of 
polygamous marriages by the Courts 
of the United States. If the nine- 
teenth concubine of a man having a 
lawful wife living is to be treated by 
Courts as a lawful wife, for thi pur- 
pose of giving her alimony and coun- 
sel's fees, pendente lite, then the off- 
spring of such illicit 
intercourse 


must be regarded as legitimate, for 
the same time, and Courts will thus 
give countenance to a system of cor 
rupt principles.

Constitution by fixing the Presiden 
tiftl term at six years, and making 
the President ineligible to any term 
of twelve years. 


By Mr. Randall —Proposing an 


amendment to the Constitution, pro- 
viding that after the next Presiden- 
tial election tbe President of the 
United States shall hold his office 
for »tx years, and that neither Presi- 
dent nor Vice President (when the 
office of President devolves upon 
him) 
shall be elegible to re-election.

Mormon View of the Message. 


If President Grant could have real- 


ized h'ow his message was to be de- 
molished by the priesthood of Mor- 
mondoin, he would probably have 
made no reference to polygamy in 
Utah. The De.teret Jfewn, Brigham 
Young's church organ, bus the fol- 
lowing singular criticism on that 
portion of the message devoted to 
affairs in Zion: 


If a President considers polygamy 


such a dreadful crime us President 
Grant appears to do, it is perfectly 
natural that be should call the atten- 
tion of Congress to the subject, as 
one >f the particulars showing the 
state of the Union. 


From our standpoint, however, we 


see no necessity for the President to 
concern himnelf about the topic men- 
tioned, as will appear by the follow- 
ing: 


1. Polygamy is 
not 
a "crime 


against decency and morality." 


••2. Polygamy is not a "crime" at 
all of itself. 


3. Polygamy is not an "unnatural 
vice." 


4. Polygamy is not a "vice" at all. 
Therefore, it is not "anomalous" if 


not "preposterous" that "polygamy 
should exist in a free, enlightened 
and Christian country." It would 
be "anomalous" and "preposterous" 
were it otherwise. 


Therefore, polygamy should not 


be pnniabed "as a crime." It should 
not be stetntorily made a "crime." 
It should not "be banished from the 
land," and therefore no law is needed 
for that purpose. 


7. Polygamy is one of the most 


natural things in the world. 


8. Polygamy is a virtue. 
9. Pol.ygt»my in Utub is wholly a 


religions institution, with which the 
civil law has constitutionally nothing 
to do. 


10. Therefore, Congress has not 


the shadow of a right to interfere 
with polygamy in Utah, it being out- 
side of the constitution"! purview of 
that body, excepting, perhaps, where 
it is made a oivtl contract or ceremo- 
ny, an instance of which we do not 
know in this Territory, 


11. Congress, however, has the 


power to make laws authorizing or 
forbidding polygamta civil marriageo, 
but it has no such authority concern 
ing Polygamio religious marriage, a 
very essential distinction, which the 
President does not seem to realize.
